The  first  ia 
unavoidable ;  for  the  sjace  behind  the 
scenes  in  Central  Hall  is  so  limited  that 
the  wonder  is  that  such  scenery  as  ia 
required  for  a  production  of  a  play  like 
“The  Wife”  could  be  manipulated  at  all. 
That  continual  banging  overhead,  how¬ 
ever,  is  an  annoyance  that  could  and 
should  be  stopped.

Matthew  Culver,  an  editor,  who  aspires 
U>  tlie  U.  8.  district  attorneyship,  and 
Robert  Grey,  a  promising  young  lawyer, 
who  also  aspires  to  the  same  office,  love 
Helen  Truman,  only  daughter  of  Nilas 
Truman  of  the  Exulkang-*. 

John  rtuthi-rford  of  tiie  tT.  8.  geuate 
also  love#  Miss  Truman  The  first  act 
opens  upon  an  unmleur  theatrical  per¬ 
formance  at  Newport  given  by  Mrs.  8. 
Uelluiny.Ives,  a  charming  widow,  for 
charity-  Robert  Grey,  tbe  lawyer,  has 
made  astonishing  headway  in  his  con¬ 
quest  fur  the  hand  of  Helen  Truman 
and  has  completely  won  the  heart  of 
this  young  lady.  Matthew  Culver  real¬ 
izes  this,  but  he  also  realizes  something 
that  affects  him  nn>re.  Robert  Grey 
has  got  ahead  of  him  in  the  race  for  the 
District  Attorneyship.  He  is  trilling  to 
give  up  Miss  Truman— but  the  political 
plum— aever.  During  the  progress  of 
his  wire-pulling  lie  discovers  something 
about  young  Grey  that  he  thinks  he  can 
use  to  advantage.  D  appears  that  tbfi.! 
previous  year  Grey  was  ill  with  fever  in 
New  Chileans.  Lucille  Ferrant  of  that 
city  meets  him  in  his  illness,  falls/  ■ vi¬ 
olently  in  love  with  hun,  nurses  him 
through  his  sickness  and  saves  his  fife. 
During  Ins  convalescenc#  she  entraps 
him  into  a  proposal  of  marriage  and 
then  Grey  goes  north.  He  then  meet8 
Helen  Truman,  loves  her  and  breaks 
his  engagement  with  Lucille  Ferrant. 
Culver,  the  editor,  stumbles  upon  this 
story  and  publishes  an  editorial  in  bis 
paper  commenting  upon  it  rather  severe¬ 
ly.  All  parties  concerned  meet  at  Mrs. 
Bellamy  Ives’  theatrical*  Mias  Ferrant 
strives  in  vain  to  regajn  the  love  of 
Hubert  Grey,  and  then  idarna  that  Grey 
bus  proposed  to  Helen  Truman  and  that 
she  lias  accepted  him.  To  break  this 
she  informs  Miss  Truman  thgt  Grey  is 
her  husband.  Heartbroken  Helen  Tru¬ 
man  sends  Grey  from  her  presence  for¬ 
ever  aud  marries  John  Rutherford,  the 
Senator,  who  is  both  great  and 
good. 

Tbe  second  act  takes  place  at  a  ball  in 
Washington  given  at  the  home  of  Sena¬ 
tor  Dexter.
